States’ Rights Defined. 


All statek have the right to 
exist, to protect and preserve 
their existence, but this right 
neither implies power nor justi- 
fies unrighteous action by one 
state against innocent or inoffen- 
sive states to protect itself or to 
preserve its existence. 

All states are independent in 
the sense that they have the 
right to achieve their welfare and 
free progress, without interven- 
tion or supervision from other 
states, but in the exercise of this 
right they must not affect or 
violate the rights of other states. 

All states are in their own right 
and before the law equal to all 
other members of the interna- 
tional community. All states can, 
therefore, assume among the 
Powers of the world the inde- 
perident and equal position to 
which they have the right. 

All states have the right to ter- 
ritory determined by exact 
boundaries. and to exercise ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in this terri- 
tory and over all persons, natives 
or foreigners, that find them- 
selves therein.

Plans for New One Should Not 
Bar Care of Old, Grand 
Jury Says. 


City Hospital No. 2, for care of 
Negroes, was described as a “dis- 
grace” to the city in the report 
of the grand jury made today to 
Circuit Judge Rosskopf. 

Although plans are being made 


for a new hospital, the report saff, 
“this should not prevent proper, 
care a supervision of the pres- 
ent institution. The jury reported | 
it had discovered the condition of 
the hospital too jate to make a 
full investigation. 

It was recommended that the 
new grand jury, to be summoned 
next week by Circuit Judge Kil- 
loren, make a more complete study 


of the hospital. 
In course of its survey of city 


institutions, the report set forth, 
the grand jury had been shown’ 
the need of enlarging service of 
Koch Hospital, removing the | 
Workhouse to a site outside of the 
city, segregation of first offenders 
in the Workhouse and reducing 
overhead and increasing the ca- 
pacity of the Meramec Farm for 
girls. 

As result of its investigation of | 
the Buckingham Hotel Annex fire, | 
the grand jury found a number of 
hotels and lodging houses had been 
operating without licenses because 
they had failed to comply with the 
building code. Some of these, the 
report said, since have taken steps 
to-meet provisions of the code. It 
suggested the new grand jury fol- 
low through the cases of those es- 
tablishments that continue to ig- 
nore the building code. No indict- 
ments were returned. The grand 
jury returned 18 true bills and 7 
no true bills.

There should be four meals, and 
at breakfast abgut five or six 
ounces of fruit, sliced oranges, 
peaches, apples, bananas, raisin 
juice, prune juice and the like. 
Three and one-half ounces of a 
skin fruit. For example, if sliced 
oranges are used, have three and 
one-half ounces of mashed 
bananas. Then three and one-half 
ounces of gruel made from rice, 
cornmeal or oatmeal with which 
one-quarter ounce of some green 
vegetable such as lettuce, celery, 
or tomatoes, a cup of cereal coffee 
with one ounce of cream are 
served. 

Four hours later, three ounces of 


a vegetable broth made of potatoes 
of some green vegetable with no 
meat stock, one ounce and one- 
half of lettuce of some other salad, 
three and one-half ounces of fruit 
juice, four ounces of fresh fruit 
served with two ounces of malt 
sugar. 

Four hours later, four and three- 
quarters ounces of vegetable boul- 
lion, four ounces of a vegetable like 
string beans and two and one-half 
of stewed tomatoes and _ three 
ounces of some kind of greens. A 
dessert of six and one-half ounces 
of melon, six ounces of apple juice 
and three-quarters of an ounce of 
dates or steamed seedless raisins. 
For the evening meal which should 
be after another interval of four 
hours, a cup of vegetable extract,

URING my many seasons 
[): a promoter, writes Jim ? 

Coffroth, I held rather 
closely, even in the latest years, 
when the “high cost of luxury” 
had becomé higher, to the 
prices that I had set back in 
1901. For nonchampion fights, 
Or those which involved title- 
holders in classes that were not 
extremely important in those 
days, the admission scaled from 
$1 to $5. 

But when battles were fought 
between men who were real 
headliners, and whose services 
were worth big money, the 
prices ranged from %2 up to ‘ 
$20. But unlike these days, I 
did not-arrange a few hundred 
rows of these $20 seats, and 
put the $10 and $5 and $2 pa- 
trons in the next county. 

Usually there were only two 
or three rows of those $20 seats. 
There were only a few of the 
$10 places and taat brought the 
holders of the cheap seats very 
close to the ring. Nobody had 
to use field glasses in those ‘ 
days, even if he got the last row 
in the cheapest seats.

back” J couldn't get real stars for 
those dates. 
So I decided that the Leonard-
